This knowledge is essential for 
proletarians—not in order to fire on their brothers, the workers of 
other countries, as is being done in the present war and as the traitor 
to socialism will counsel you to do—but in order to fight against the 
bourgeoisie of their own country, in order to put an end to exploita- 
tion, poverty and wars, not by means of pious wishes but by means 
of victory over the bourgeoisie and by disarming it.” ; 

“Bo few men—even among the proletariat—realize how much 
effort and trouble they could save women, even quite do away with, 
if they. were to lend a hand in ‘woman’s work.’

Fas- 
cism would conquer—and could not 
| help conquering, if there were com- 
plete passivity on the part of the 
working class, which has lost its 
faith in the bourgeois democracy. 
And therefore Otto Bauer and his 
party, by doing everything possible 
to prevent this transition, dragging 
the workin class backwards to an 
| objectively hopeless cause which is 
| historically out-of-date, are only 
| agsisting: fascism. 
| And now Otto Bauer fastens res- 
| ponsibility on the workers for the 
| bankruptcy ot social-democracy’s 
policy. If fascism is increasing in 
Austria, then it is just because the 
Workers are not defending demo- 
cracy enough, says Bauer. If Braun, 
| Severing and Grezinski were 
| thrown out of the Prussian govern- 
ment, it was because the German 
working class did not move a finger 
to prevent it. But why should the 
German workers “defend” Grze- 
sinski and Severing when they are 
not defended by their own Party 
Executive Committee, when they 
are not defended dy their own so- 
cial-democratic police, when both 
they themselves and the Party 
Executive Committee shun any 
“defense” of the masses like the
